eration of Labor today, Bert M. 
Jewell, president of the railway 
employees’ department of the 
A. F. of L., said that the raliroad 


employees of the country are con- 
Vinced that certain sinister inter- 
ests have for two and a half years 
been trying to put the railroad em- 
ployees into a position where there 
might be a hope of crushing the 
organizations.” 

Later in the day a statement was 
issued by the chief executives: of 
the organizations affected by the 
recent decisions of the Railroad 
Labor Board, in which they an- 
nounced that they would author- 
ize a strike if the membership by 
a majority vote so directed. 


JEWELS STATEMENT 
The statement issued by Mr. 
Jewell follows: 

“They placed responsibility for 
the situation on the labor board 
which they contended has not ohly 
failed to bring to time numerous 
rellroads which are now evading or 
Gefying its authority, but had also 
in ite recent decisions failed toxAive 
up to the Transportation Act. 

“According to the statement the 
act made possible an entirely new 
basis of industrial relations through 
joint conferences and the guar- 
antee of just and reasonable wages 
and conditions. This, according to 
the statement, is the only possible 
substitute for the strike which the 
employees could consider for a mo- 


ment. 

Railroad Labor Board in 
its recent decisions has ed 
the position of the rallroads and 
has treated labor as a commodity 
whose price should be determined 
by conditions in an unregulated la- 
bor market. 


CUTS SEVERELY CRITICISED 
“Human standards have been 
disregarded. The lowest paid em- 
Ployees have been reduced to a 
level of earnings on which it is ut- 
terly impossible to secure adequate 
sustenance. The more skilled em- 
ployees have been given simi 
reductions pot in accord with 
evidence submitted to the board. 
The board has returned to and in 
many instances gone below prewar 
standards which were universally 


admitted to be unjust. 


“According to authoritative in- 
terpretation the Transportation Act 
did not take away the right to 
atrike. It offered the employees 
a substitute, the guarantee under 
all circumstances of just and rea- 
sonable wages and conditions. If 
the recent decisions were to be 
treated as a carrying out of this 
provision they would make that 
guarantee a fraud. 

In its rent decisions the board 
has fixed a minimum wage for 
common labor at 23 cents per hour. 
This means that tens of thousands 
must attempt to support a family 
on less than $600 per year. 

“Correct thie blunder before so- 
clety suffers from the results. 

“We will, therefore, sanction a 
strike in case the required majority 
of our membership vote in favor of 
taking this step in defense of their 
families.”

Jones told of the acenic advan- 
tages of the route proposed as a 
director of the See America First 
Scenic Association. 

A printed brief containing maps 
and other engineering data was 
filed with the commission by Jeter 
in support of the committee's ar- 
gumente.

Orderly marketing can best be ac- 
complished through co-operative 
selling. 

“An industry can show a profit 
only when it can dispose of all its 
products and avoid developing sur- 
pluses. Nothing will destroy mar- 
kets quicker than surpluses. Ifa 
co-operative organization is urging 


every day in the year the consumer 
knows tha@mo effort is being made 
to corner e market and force 
prices up, and that the price of 
limas is based upon the law of 
supply and demand. This method 
will move larger quantities of any 
product and largely prevent specu- 
lative storage.” 

Commenting upon the fact that 
some ranchers prefer to sell their 
crops independently because they 
get the money all in a lump, Mr. 
Edwards asserts that he believes 
it ie better for the average farmer 
to draw his crop money in par- 
tial payments. This way, he as- 
serts, the rancher has a sum of 
money coming in from time to 
time out of which he can defray 
the cost of putting in his crop and 
otherwise properly finance him- 
self, whereas he is often tempted 
to in some direction if 
he gets the money all in one 
amount.

Dougherty has granted a permit to 
the California Convertible Interest 
Company, with offices at 704 Pa- 
cific Finance Building, to write 4 


per cent loan contracts, under rig- 
id regulations laid down by the 
commissioner after several months 
of work by actearies. 

The n under which the com- 
pany proposes to operate differs 
from the former 3 per cent scheme 
which was stopped by the commis- 
sioner. A fee of $25 is charged on 
each contract and is payable in 
installments or in a lump sum as 
desired. Out of this contract fee 
the company has to create an ex- 
pense fund of $10 on each $1000 
contract, which is withdrawn at the 
rate of 10 cents per contract per 
month as a carrying charge. 
Each contract matures in the 
order in which it is numbered. 
One per cent of the face value of 
the loan is paid in monthly t 
the loan fund om which 4 per cen 
interest is credited. Such credits 
are figured on monthly balances 
and are credited semiannually; 
whereas under the old plan no in- 
terest at all was allowed on pay- 
ments. 

When the contract has reached 
its numerical order it is then ma- 
wured, and the contractor receives 
his loan for the full face value of 
the contract with credit thereon 
for the full amount of the monthly 
payments paid. 

Under the original plan $44 was 
used for expenses and was ‘deduct- 
ed from the face of the loan. Four 
per cent simple interest is charged 
on the unpaid balance after the 
loan has been granted. Under the 
old ptan the contractor forfeited 
all payments paid in the first year 
if he failed to make his payments 
when due, whereas under the new 
Plan the contractor can surrender 
his contract at any tipre upon 
thirty days notice and get all the 
money he has paid in on the con- 
tract together with 4 per cent in- 
terest thereon compounded semi- 
annually for the time it has been 
with the company, or get a paid-up 
certificate for the same amount 
due and payable’ in 100 months 
from date of contract with interest 
at 4 per cent per annum.
